5. (Currently Amended) The styhng ag e nt or th e us e as claim e d in any of th e 
pr e c e ding claims, charact e rizod in that p reparation as claimed in claim L wherein the anionic 
polymer us e d in th e cas e of hydrous pr e parations is includes at least one substance chosen 
selected from the group consisting of vinyl acetate/ crotonic acid— ;_vinyl acetate/acrylate 
and/oFand vinyl acetate/vinyl neodecanoate/crotonic acid copolymers— ;_sodium acrylate/vinyl 

alcohol copolymers; : sodium polystyrenesulfonate^ : ethvl acrylate/N-tert- 

butylacrylamide/acrylic acid copolymers^ — : vinylpyrrolidone/vinyl acetate/itaconic acid 
copolymersr-i_acrylic acid/acrylamide copolymers and/er sodium salts thereofr-L.homo- and/er

7. (Currently Amended) The preparation styling ag e nt or the us e as claimed in any 
of th e preceding olaims c laim L charact e rized in that w herein t he weight ratio of solid to 
pregelatinized, crosslinked starch derivatives is 10:1 to 1:80 , particularly pr e f e rably 1: 4 to 1:80 . 

8. (Currently Amended) The styling agent or th e us e preparation as claimed in any 
of th e pr e ceding claims, charact e riz e d in that claim K further comprising one or more cationic 
polymers ar e additionally pres e nt b e sides anionic polym e rs . 

9. (Currently Amended) The styling agent or th e use p reparation as claimed in 
claim #8, charact e riz e d in that wherein the one or more cationic polymers are selected e besen 
from the group consisting of vinylpyrrolidone/vinyl-imidazolium methochloride copolymersT-; 
quatemized vinylpyrrolidone/dialkylamino-alkyl methacrylate copolymers— ^cationic cellulose 
derivativesr-L jref e rably hydroxy ethylcellulos e /dim e thylalkylommonium chlorid e copolym e rs, 
terpolymers of vinyl-caprolactam/vinylpyrrolidone with dimethylaminoethyl methacrylate or 
vinyl-imidazolinium methochloride; and acrylamido copolymers ar e pr e s e nt . 

10. (Currently Amended) The styling agent or the use preparation as claimed in any 
of claims 1 to 5 c laim 1 , charact e riz e d in that further comprising one or more n onionic polymers 
ar e additionally pres e nt b e sides anionic polymers . 
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11. (Currently Amended) The styling agent or th e us e p reparation as claimed in 
claim 810, characteriz e d in that w herein the one or more n onionic polymers chos e n are selected 
from the group consisting of vinylpyrrolidone homo- or copolymers: x — pr e f e rably 
polyvinylpyrrolidon e ,_ — copolymers of N-vinylpyrrolidone and vinyl acetate afid^r vinyl 
propionate— ;_j)olyvinylcaprolactam—i_polyvinylamides and salts thereof— L.»d-copolymers of 
vinylpyrrolidone and dimethylaminoethyl methacrylate— i_terpolymers of vinylcaprolactam, 
vinylpyrrolidone and dimethylaminoethyl methacrylate; and polysiloxanes ar e pr e s e nt . 

12. (New) The preparation as claimed in claim 1, wherein the content of 
pregelatinized, crosslinked starch derivatives is 0.1 to 0.5% by weight. 

13. (New) The preparation as claimed in claim 1, wherein the weight ratio of solid to 
pregelatinized, crosslinked starch derivatives is 1:4 to 1:80. 

14. (New) A styling agent comprising the preparation as claimed in claim 1 . 

15. (New) A method for improving the distributability of a propellant-containing and 
anionic polymer-containing, mousse-type or foamable, aqueous or hydroalcoholic styUng agent 
comprising the step of adding one or more pregelatinized, crosslinked starch derivatives. 

16. (New) The method as claimed in claim 15, wherein the one or more 
pregelatinized, crosslinked starch derivatives include hydroxypropylated phosphate esters. 

17. (New) The method as claimed in claim 15, wherein the one or more 
pregelatinized, crosslinked starch derivative includes hydroxypropyl distarch phosphate. 

18. (New) The method as claimed in claim 15, wherein the preparation includes at 
least one substance selected from the group consisting of vinyl acetate/ crotonic acid; vinyl 
acetate/acrylate and vinyl acetate/vinyl neodecanoate/crotonic acid copolymers; sodium

19. (New) The method as claimed in claim 15, wherein the content of pregelatinized, 
crosslinked starch derivatives is 0.1 to 0.5% by weight. 

20. (New) The method as claimed in claim 15, wherein the weight ratio of solid to 
pregelatinized, crosslinked starch derivatives is 1:4 to 1:80. 
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
